LOS ANGELES In the age of Facebook and 
Twitter, a new crime has hit America: 
“Sharpie parties,” gatherings of revelers 
armed with magic markers and lured by 
social media invitations to wreak havoc on 
foreclosed homes. 

Five years into the foreclosure crisis, 
Sharpie parties are a new form of blight on 
the landscape of boarded-up homes, brown 
lawns and abandoned streets. 

They also are the latest iteration of col- 
lective home-trashing spurred by social me- 
dia. 

At least six Sharpie parties were reported 
in one California county in recent months, 
where invitations posted online drew scores 
to foreclosed homes. 

The partygoers are handed Sharpie pens 
on arrival by their hosts and urged to graffiti 
the walls — a destructive binge that often 
prompts other acts of vandalism including 
smashing holes in walls and doors, flooding 
bathrooms and ripping up floors. 

The California spree follows a similar 
outbreak earlier this year, when teenagers 
wrecked homes in Hares including Texas, 
E ; li,iridn and Utah after seeing the mcmc 
“PnjjeCT M," wfiicti featuT-ns a house!

After a brush with the national spotlight, 
Moreno still focusing on neighborhood issues

The die-hard Sonic Youth and Yo La Tengo 
fan has been spotted belting out Nirvana 
tunes during karaoke night at Quenchers in 
Bucktown. Photos of him in the dunk tank at 
Do-Division are on Facebook. This guy isn’t 
exactly your typical Chicago politician. 


Forget addressing him as Aid. Proco “Joe” 
Moreno (ist). He tells people to call him sim- 
ply Joe, his middle name. The title he really 
covets is “most accessible alderman.” 

The 40 -year-old— who hates any mention 
of his birthday— is on his way He tweets 
regularly, rides with police and hosts a week- 


end satellite office in a trendy, cyclist-friendly 
ward that includes parts of Wicker Park, Lo- 
gan Square, Ukrainian Village, East Village 
and Humboldt Park. 

He landed in the national spotlight last 
month when he talked of blocking Chick-fil-A 
from coming to Logan Square after its presi- 
dent, Dan Cathy made anti-gay marriage re- 
marks. During Moreno’s whirlwind media tour 
with stops at CNN and MSNBC, some an- 
chors blasted him for his stance. The Chicago 
Republican Party has alleged Moreno is violat- 
ing civil rights. Moreno wants the company to 
adopt an anti-discrimination policy in its em- 
ployee handbook or mission statement, a move 
not required for other businesses in his ward. 

To him, neighborhood issues like noise, 
public intoxication and recent security con- 
cerns at the Congress Theater in Logan 
Square are just as important as ones that make 
national headlines. 

Moreno said the theater has made im- 
provements to provide additional security 
and reduce noise, saying it has done a “good 
job” so far. It’s heading in the right direction 
but isn’t all the way there yet, he said. 


Theater owner Eddie Carranza is careful 
about what he says about Moreno. He de- 
scribed their recent interactions as cordial but 
said he feels his business has seen some fallout 
from past remarks made by the alderman. 

“We have a relationship that we’re working 
to make better. But I don’t want it to turn into 
a Chick-fil-A-type situation where I voice 
something very natural and then for him it 
could be offensive,” Carranza said. 

As alderman, Moreno often is tasked with 
balancing the needs of businesses, residents 
and community groups. 

Anthony Martinez, executive director of 
the Civil Rights Agenda, an LGBT advocacy 
organization, says Moreno is a problem-solver. 

“I’ve seen a pattern where he says some- 
thing and then does it. To me, that speaks vol- 
umes in terms of what he is really trying to do 
with his position,” Martinez said. 

Moreno was elected in 2011 with 74 percent 
of the vote, one year after then-Mayor Richard 
M. Daley appointed him to fill a vacancy He 
also ran for state senate seat four years ago but 
lost the bid. 

He considers himself a “pragmatic, pro-

D A woman and two young boys were found stabbed 
to death hours after the woman’s husband died while 
driving the wrong way on Interstate 94 near Michigan City, 
Ind., on Thursday morning, police said. 

Police say Michael Van Der Linden, 38, pulled out of a 
rest park and headed east in the westbound lanes, striking 
a car in the center lane, police said. The cars erupted in 
flames and both drivers were killed, police said. 

When officers arrived at Van Der Linden’s home in 
Belleville, Mich., near Detroit, to notify his family, they 
found the door ajar. 

When they checked inside, officers found Van Der 
Linden’s wife and two sons stabbed to death, according 
to LaPorte County Medical Examiner John Sullivan. The 


boys, ages 4 and 7, were found in beds, police said. 

Sullivan said it appears Van Der Linden stabbed his 
wife and kids and then fled, but said the investigation was 
continuing. 

“They want us to look for a knife in the vehicle, but the 
vehicle is completely burned up and destroyed,” Sullivan said. 

Police Capt. Gregory Laurain said no notes were found in 
the home, but police planned to search the burned remains 
of the car. “There was no sign of forced entry No sign of 
robbery,” Laurain said. 

Laurain said the woman was a stay-at-home mother and 
her husband worked in information technology Neighbors 
in the quiet, clean subdivision ofTudor- and Colonial-style 
homes declined to talk about the family

More than half of us have played the lottery 
in the past year, although 20 percent of cus- 
tomers buy the majority of the tickets.

A Cameroonian chef and a Chicago 
Bear get cookin’ in the South Loop

What happens when a Cameroon- 
born chef meets a Chicago Bear? 

In the case of chef Alain Njike and 
Bears defensive end Israel Idonije, 
they become friends and eventu- 
ally open a restaurant together. 

The two met in 2009 when 
Idonije taped football and fine dining show “Game Time 
Dine” with TV host D.C. Crenshaw at Park 52, the Hyde Park 
restaurant where Njike worked. They found they had West 
African backgrounds in common — Idonije is from neighboring 
country Nigeria— and became fast friends. When Njike was 
ready to break out on his own with a restaurant combining his 
love for contemporary American fare with his classical French 
training and Cameroonian heritage, it was Idonije and another 
friend, Chad McClennan, who became his business partners. 

Njike ’s self-titled restaurant, Alain’s, doesn’t serve traditional 
African cuisine, but it does hint at his heritage and follows the 
African philosophy of “eating where you live,” he said. So like 
the many chefs enamored with farm-to-table cooking, Njike 
relies on meats and produce from Midwest farms to inspire 
his dishes. After a reservations-only trial in early August had 
passed, I stopped in to see what Njike was bringing to the table 
for dinner, reviews are unannounced and meals are paid for by redeye.

This isn’t Bears country 

Idonije clearly didn’t insist on Da 
Bears-izing the decor. The restau- 
rant may be a few blocks from 
Soldier Field, but this is no sports 
memorabilia-decked man cave. 
Instead, Njike’s roots shine through: 
One of his own paintings hangs on 
the wall, and the carved wood near 
the bathrooms was a gift from his 
father. He also brought in local art- 
ist Lynn Basa to decorate the bar 
with a colorful, swirling mural that 
soon will become a mosaic. 


Everything has a story, but you might not know it 

After interviewing Njike, it was clear that he’s passionate about channeling his life story into his dishes-but 
I can’t say I got that from my meal. Dinner started with a plate of fried dough, which my date and I hap- 
pily munched on without knowing it was a Cameroonian street food that Njike likens to Italy’s biscotti. Our 
server was sweet, but didn’t share any background about the dish’s Cameroonian touches, and though 
Njike made his round to chat with a few tables, he didn’t visit mine. And so my date and I ate our tender rab- 
bit ($22) and perfectly cooked but under-seasoned wagyu beef ($28) served atop what we assumed were 
sort-of runny mashed potatoes. As it turns out, Njike calls them Bamileke potatoes, named for the farmers of 
western Cameroon and inspired by their technique of tater-cooking. Rather than boiling and then mashing 
peeled potatoes, he leaves them unpeeled and then steams, purees and chills them before warming in a pan 
with a semi-soft cheese from France’s Basque region. Because potatoes are so important to the Bamileke 
people, they’re not relegated to a side dish but instead pool across the entire plate-which would have been 
nice to keep in mind while I was eating them. Njike’s also fiercely loyal to organic ingredients and Midwest 
farms, but that wasn’t mentioned on the menu or by the staff, either. 


Try the Eto’ofish 

Haven’t heard of it? That’s because 
Eto’o isn’t a species of fish, but rather 
the last name of Njike’s friend $amuel 
Eto’o, a fellow Cameroonian who also 
happens to be a star soccer player. 
Njike takes the freshest fish he can 
get-recently it’s been snapper or 
skate-and serves it seasoned and 
blackened in the style of Cameroon’s 
Bassa people as an homage to Eto’o. 

It wasn’t on the menu during my visit, 
but Njike promises it’ll be a staple from 
here on out. 
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Chef Alain Njike serves the chef’s table inside the kitchen. 


ABOUT ALAIN 

You could say that running a restaurant is in Alain Njike’s blood: He 
grew up in a restaurant family in Cameroon and went on to study hotel 
management in Paris. “When I first moved to the United States, I didn't 
even know howto speak English,” he said. His first job in Chicago was 
as a dishwasher at Hinky Dink Kenna’s, a restaurant that operated below 
Marshall Field’s. He went on to work in both kitchen and front-of-the- 
house gigs at Charlie Trotter’s, the Peninsula Hotel, Nomi and Park 52 
before opening Alain’s in the South Loop on Aug. 3. 



If you’re not a wine drinker, hold off 

Unless you always order wine with dinner, I’d wait a 
few weeks before trying Alain’s. Right now, the only 
beverages available are wine, lemonade and water. (I 
watched one couple sit down for a few minutes and 
then leave without ordering. Maybe they really want- 
ed a Coke?) The wine list features picks from France 
and California, plus the refreshing Lion’s Lair Family 
Reserve white from South Africa. More wine, beer and 
a full bar are on the way in the coming weeks. 


Bottom line 

I can’t help but compare Alain’s to other 
South Loop newcomers with entrees 
in the $20 range, and the truth is that 
it doesn’t yet measure up to nearby 
gems such as Acadia. With some fine- 
tuning of dishes and more of an effort 
from staff to clue diners into the special 
stories behind them, it has the potential 
to grow into a neighborhood favorite.

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With his first feature screenplay 
Joel Schumacher (who went on 
to direct, uh, classics like “Bat- 
man & Robin” and “The Number 
23”) loaded the 1976 melodrama 
“Sparkle” with painfully inau- 
thentic scenes in which black 
characters constantly describe 
white characters as “cracker” 
or, in a scene of an abusive 
relationship, “Bitch, crawl!” The 
horrifically paced movie (loosely 
inspired by the Supremes, who 
also factored into “Dreamgirls”) 
doesn’t seriously address a trio 
of African-American singers and 
their push toward stardom; it just 
demonstrates how a story can 
turn into sub-Lifetime material 
in the wrong hands. 

Updating the setting from 
1958 Harlem to 1968 Detroit, the 
remake of “Sparkle” takes a big step up in legitimacy 
while sticking to a story as old as song. Nineteen-year- 
old Sparkle (Jordin Sparks, not much of an actress) 
wants to be a star but fears singing alone, so she’s 
glad when manager Stix (ever-reliable Derek 
Luke) includes Sparkle’s sisters, Sister (Car- 
men Ejogo) and Dee (Tika Sumpter, in the 
movie’s best performance), in the act. A 
sweetly sung tune and Sister’s short dress 
later, the gals are a hit. 

Director Salim Akil (“Jumping the 
Broom”) and writer Mara Brock Akil (Sa- 
lim’s wife, penning her first feature script 
after writing for shows like “The Game” 
and “Girlfriends”) consider race as a factor 
in both a changing society and professional 
aspirations. 

This occurs most strongly through successful 
comedian Satin (Mike Epps), who’s far more fully 
drawn here than in the original as he romances Sister 
with his wealth more than his character. After the girls’ 
overprotective mom, Emma (the late Whitney Houston, 
in her final performance), calls him a “coon,” Satin insists 
he’s more of a “sambo.” Later he finds out how his mate- 
rial, focused on the behavior of African-Americans, plays 
in front of a black audience rather than a white one. 

That’s far more interesting than anything in the story 
of “Sparkle,” which drags on through the usual beats of 
fame and tragedy and heartache and love. Amateur edit- 
ing also dries out a film that livens up in its few musical 
performances, including Houston’s pipes taking center 
stage for a song in church. She hits the high notes as 
needed; “Sparkle” shines here and there.

From New York, Sparks talked about things she never got 
to discuss with Houston, remaking a beloved movie and the 
ridiculousness of one hypothetical name compared to one 
actual (cough, “IdoP’-winning) name. 

What acting advice did Whitney Houston give you, if any? 

I never got the chance to just sit down and ask her, “Help 
me!” I never got to say that. She actually led by example for 
me. Being able to watch her, it was almost like a movie in and 
of itself She was so funny and goofy and so down to Earth, 
where we were off-set just hanging out and waiting for the 
camera to turn around, and as soon as they yelled “action”, she 
just turned into Emma. She turned into the mother, and there 
were times when we’d be standing there and she’d be saying 
her lines and I’d be like, “Is she really frustrated with me right 
now? Is she taking her frustration out on me?” 

You’ve talked about the challenges of this being your first 
big acting role and that sometimes you didn’t know if you 
were doing it right. What was one of those times? 

The first couple days I was doing scenes from the end of 
the movie, and I didn’t know that they were going to shoot 
out of order and that’s usually how it goes. So I was expect- 
ing to shoot the first scene as Sparkle in the beginning of 
the movie ‘cause she goes through such a huge arc and she 
grows so much. Then they were like, “OK, we’re doing this 
scene from the end,” and Sparkle is in this totally different 
headspace, so I was really nervous that I wasn’t going to 
depict the emotion that she was feeling right because I was 
expecting to do ... the beginning to the end, and be able to 


Jordin Sparks 
talks football, 
new film &

When she was a kid, “Sparkle” star 
Jordin Sparks really really wanted to 
play football. 

“I think I wanted to tackle people, so I 
kinda wanted to be a lineman,” laughs Sparks, 
whose dad played for the New York Giants and Dallas Cow- 
boys. “[My parents] were like, ‘You’re agirl, no! We don’t want 
people touching you in wrong ways and tyou] getting hurt.’ ” 
Needless to say the 22-year-old past ‘American Idol” win- 
ner more frequently gets what she wants these days. That 
includes a starring role opposite one of her idols, the late 
Whitney Houston, in the remake of the 1976 cult favorite 
“Sparkle,” opening Friday In the film, set in 1968 Detroit, 
Sparks plays Sparkle, who defies the wishes of her mother, 
Emma (Houston), by pursuing a music career with her sisters 
Dee (Tika Sumpter), who wants to go to medical school, and 
Sister (Carmen Ejogo), who goes down a rockier path in her 
relationship with a comedian (Mike Epps). 
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You’d be like the sister of Robin Sparkles from “How I Met Your Mother.” 

Exactly I love Robin Sparkles. I love it! 


I’ve been following your other recent interviews, and I haven’t 
seen anyone ask: Why remake “Sparkle”? 

You’re right, nobody has asked that. I wasn’t sure in the beginning because 
I had just become familiar with the first one. So I was like, “Cool, we’ll re- 
make this.” For [Whitney], this was a project she had been working on for 
over io years. I saw how important it was to her, and to be a part of that 
was so incredible. As a singer, to be a part of it with her was incredible, 
and on the other side it was something new for me and I was so excited 
to be a part of it. 


The new version adjusts several things from the original. What’s some- 
thing you were glad was changed in the remake? 

I actually really liked that they empowered the girls more. I like that 
they gave Dee more of a voice.

I don’t know if that’ll 
work. I don’t know if Sparkle Sparks works. But I was saying the other day 
that I should probably start signing my name “Jordin Sparkles” because of 
how much I’ve been signing, but I’ll have to start practicing because I’m still 
so used to spelling Sparks.

Don’t laugh; the character means 
business, even though he’s a sad man who 
lives with his mother and still laments 
wasting his potential as a runner. Promis- 
ing pianist Eli (Jesse Eisenberg) probably 
has never met a dealer in his life, despite his 
mother Penny’s (Melissa Leo) addiction.

directors Phil Dorling and Ron Nyswaner, 
while resisting a broad farce, let the drug 
dealer subplot fizzle out to nothing and offer 
a softened, simplistic take on addiction as 
mild comedy gets in the way of drama. Yet 
this offbeat amuser recognizes that there’s 
more to education and success than pure 
ability It’s fast-paced and driven by Eisen- 
berg (“30 Minutes or Less,” “Zombieland”), 
again finding varying dimensions in a twitchy 
character that isn’t a repeat of his past roles. 
Proper casting is different from typecasting, 
and Eisenberg is both funny and relatable as 
Eli, who while trying to spend time with a 
former classmate (Sarah Ramos of “Parent- 
hood”) also scrambles to settle family busi- 
ness so he can commit to his own. 

Even Sprinkles can understand Eli’s effort 
to quiet all the noise and just let his fingers 
run. And, unlike this year’s foolish Lebanese 
dramedy “Where Do We Go Now?,” it’s 
appreciated that “Why Stop Now” poses a 
question and actually offers an answer.

Eleven-year-old Nor- 
man (voiced by Kodi 
Smit-McPhee) did not 
ask for the ability to see 
and communicate with 
ghosts. Why would he? 
This young horror film 
fan surely would have 
seen “The Sixth Sense” and known that Haley 
Joel Osment doesn’t exactly spend that movie 
with a big smile on his face. 

The titular hero of the 3-D animated “Para- 
Norman” spends his adolescence as an outcast 
in the small town of Blithe Hollow because of a 
supernatural skill that’s been natural to him since 
birth. Strangers see Norman talking to a bike or 
a skunk that’s been flattened in the street; Nor- 
man sees the spirits of the dead (both on two 
legs and four) and says hi to these unthreatening 
beings, his only friends. 

His judgmental parents (Jeff Garlin and Leslie 
Mann) and older sister (Anna Kendrick), who

wish he were different, certainly don’t know 
that Norman soon will be front and center when 
a witch’s curse ravages the community on its 
300th anniversary, spilling from the grave zom- 
bies who immediately terrify the townspeople. 
The citizens persecute the undead for virtu- 
ally the same reason spelling-challenged Alvin 
(Christopher Mintz-Plasse) bullies Norman and 
his new pal Neal (Tucker Albrizzi), who feels no 
shame for his weight, irritable bowel syndrome 
or kitten lunchbox. Bullying’s part of human 
nature, Neal says, and if Norman were bigger 
and stupider, he might be a bully too. 

Clever and sweet, funny and spooky, this 
coming-of-age ghost story from the studios 
behind “Coraline” tremendously blends the 
horrors of monster movies and the horrors of 


youth into an allegory about the fear that 
drives bigotry While packing the screen with 
endearing, witty details (Norman’s ringtone 
is the “Halloween” theme), writer/co-director 
Chris Butler advocates taking the high road in 
a world in which revenge only fuels resent- 
ments and being different can cause alien- 
ation at any age. 

A few familial relationships seem under- 
developed, and the exceptional first-act pace 
loses steam later on. Still, zombie movies 
haven’t felt so rejuvenated since “Zom- 
bieland,” a great horror-comedy that tweaked 
horror conventions into a fast, hilarious road 
movie. 

“ParaNorman,” which also features an 
excellent, against-type vocal performance 
from Casey Affleck as Neal’s dimwitted, mus- 
cular older brother, does it one better: This 
triumph salutes the fun of scary movies, but in 
real life dares to consider the person unfairly 
labeled as a monster.

Let’s play a game: A 
new comedy features 
jokes about stereo- 
typical French people 
smuggling sausage 
into the U.S., pigeons 
pooping on people, 
a couple who uses an 
electric toothbrush during sex and gratuitous 
shots of the butts of both a beautiful young 
woman and an overweight old man. What 
filmmaker do you think takes responsibility? 

If you say you guessed Julie Delpy (best 
known as Celine in “Before Sunrise” and 
“Before Sunset”), you’re lying. Five years ago 
Delpy wrote, directed and starred in “2 Days 
in Paris,” but that film, while unconvincing 
as a discussion of struggling romance, was 
more likely to spark conversation than aggra- 
vation. “2 Days in New York,” on the other 
hand, features exclusively annoying charac- 
ters engaged in shenanigans (like the inability 
to have sex because a handyman shows up to 
fix the buzzer) that land a long way from any 
statement Delpy ineptly tries to make about 
love, family or people’s attempts to come to 
terms with death. 

The farce begins when Marion (director/ 
co-writer Delpy) and Mingus (Chris Rock) 
open their New York apartment to Marion’s 
widower father (Delpy’s actual father Al- 
bert), Marion’s sister Rose (Alexia Landeau, 
who co-wrote the script) and Rose’s boy- 
friend Manu (Alexandre Nahon), Marion’s 
ex. Just because “2 Days in New York” is 
a small, low-budget effort doesn’t mean it

avoids the worst instincts of the “Meet the 
Parents” franchise, giggling about sex and 
drugs with smarts on par with an Adam 
Sandler movie. 

Supposedly Marion’s art exhibition touch- 
es on relationships fading over time, yet her 
work possesses no connection to her current 
one. Her conceptual piece involving the sale 
of her soul as a written contract recalls an ep- 
isode of “The Simpsons” before it descends 
into a ridiculous interaction between Marion 
and a well-known filmmaker. Without giving 
anything away, that conversation results in a 
careless conflict that puts a child’s well-being 
at stake without acknowledging Marion’s 
sloppy priorities. 

In voiceover, Delpy tries to clumsily tack 
heavy meaning onto a film that includes 
Marion’s father saying he won’t shower but 
wants to masturbate and Marion claim- 
ing she has a brain tumor just to deter the 
frustrations of a neighbor. Culturally insensi- 
tive Manu’s presented as the worst person 
here; he tells Mingus, “You’re so lucky to be 
black,” and sets up a drug deal at his hosts’ 
place. But nobody comes off more appeal- 
ing than anyone else. Sheesh, at least when a 
young child went to the bathroom in the air 
during “The Change-Up” it wasn’t after the 
main characters attempted to measure the 
tyke’s penis.

Stewart could reprise ‘Snow White’

While a recent cheating scandal involving 
Kristen Stewart and Robert Pattinson may 
be affecting their personal lives, it has yet to 
have any serious ramifications on the young 
“Twilight” stars’ careers.

More bang for buck in ‘Expendables 2’

“Expendables 2” has one rule: Go astronomi- 
cally big or go home. 

That’s why this explosive sequel is an over- 
blown, testosterone-driven assault on the 
senses, loaded with aging action stars who 
make up a senior citizen brigade. This is ab- 
surdest filmmaking at its finest because the 
action often goes above and beyond the most 
violent military role-playing video games. It’s 
not to the point of being a spoof, but it gets 
dangerously close. 

What passes for a plot has Barney (Sylves- 
ter Stallone) and his muscle-bound merry 
men forced into a suicide mission to stop a 
crazy mercenary, Jean Vilain (Jean-Claude 
Van Damme), from stealing truckloads of 
nuclear material. You really don’t need to 
know more. 

Just like the original “Expendables,” the 
worth of this film is measured in the amount 
of ammunition used, the number of bad guys 
eliminated and the total sum of equipment 
destroyed. To that end, there are few movies 
that can compare. Heck, there are few wars

that can compare. 

What sneaks through all of the blood and 
guts is the kind of dry sense of humor that 
made action films starring Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger and Bruce Willis so much fun. That 
the two stars can get into an argument over 
catchphrases during a torrent of bullets is 
a reminder that no one is taking this film 
seriously. 

This round of silly savagery is both written 
and paced better than the first film. That’s 
because Simon West— the man behind “Con 
Air” and “Lara Croft: Tomb Raider”— was 
brought in to direct. Stallone helmed the 
original, and he was too close to the project 
to notice all of the gaping holes. West plugs 
those problems with more layers of action 
and humor. 

The film gets another kick out of Van 
Damme as the villain. He doesn’t snarl nor 
twirl a handlebar mustache, but he does take 


great pleasure in being the kind of bad guy 
who can go shot-for-shot with the bevy of 
good guys. 

“Expendables 2” is like an all-star football 
game. There’s a degree of friendly competi- 


tion, but it’s not as much about winning as the 
spectacle of so many iconic stars — that also 
includes Chuck Norris, Jason Statham and 
Dolph Lundgren— being brought together. 
That’s where the film goes the biggest.

She's the boss 


Chicago Mayor 
Tom Kane, his 
political allies and 
enemies reveal more 
of themselves in the 
new season of “Boss,” 
but don’t think it’s a 
touchy-feely affair. 
“Everybody’s still 
kind of diabolical, but we’re glimpsing parts 
of them that show a human side— good, bad 
or otherwise,” co-executive producer Dee 
Johnson has said. 

The series, which was filmed in Chicago 
over the summer, returns at 8 p.m. Friday on 
Starz. Kane (Kelsey Grammer) remains as 
powerful as ever, but the diabolical mayor is 
struggling to keep a debilitating brain disease 
secret while going it alone in Chicago’s 
rough-and-tumble political system. The new 
season delves deeper into Kane and other 
characters, Johnson said during an interview 
with RedEye this summer. 

“The one thing we really sort of sat down 
collectively and decided we wanted to do as a 
writing staff is to basically try to understand 
who these characters really are and sort of 
put them through some paces to arrive at 
that conclusion,” she said. “We really wanted 
to explore these characters further, scratch 
beneath the surface.” 

The executive producer, who took the reins 


of series’ showrunner from creator, cowriter, 
and co-executive producer Farhad Safinia for 
the new season, wrote Friday’s season pre- 
miere, “Louder Than Words.” She said writing 
for the series has been a challenge. 

“It’s a complicated show,” Johnson said. “It 
sort of has that operatic quality and there are 
a lot of story threads and so to that end, it’s 
not the easiest show I’ve had to write for, but 
it’s deeply satisfying at the same time.” 

The show’s first season earned gener- 
ally good reviews, and former “Frasier” star 
Grammer won a Golden Globe for playing 
the kingmaker Kane. Johnson, a veteran of 
such dramas as “The Good Wife” and “ER,” 
said she’s had fun living vicariously through 
Kane, a man who enjoys absolute power. 

“How often do you really get an opportu- 
nity to do that in a semi-realistic way? The 
character ofTom Kane is so king-like and 
that’s what’s really fun about being able to 
write for him,” she said. “In this character 
we’re able to really use language in a way that 
you aren’t in a lot of other television shows. 
He does give speeches, so as a writer you’re 
able to kind of use different muscles in the 
course of writing dialogue for this character. 

“He has such a facility for language and he 
can be such a powerhouse and he can curse a 
blue streak and be equally compelling in any 
one of those aspects of his personality”

“Strike Back” is the 
smartest action 
thriller on TV 
As was the case in 
the series’ first season 
on Cinemax (it began 
on British TV), Brit- 
ish counter-terror unit 
Section 20 faces down a world of evil-doers, 
wasting more baddies in one episode than 
Jack Bauer did in an entire season of “24.” But 
“Strike Back” is much more than well-choreo- 
graphed firefights and blood-chilling terrorist 
atrocities. Where it truly excels is in showing 
the emotional costs paid by the super soldiers 
doing their jobs and by the witnesses and/or 
victims of all the mayhem. 

As the new season begins Friday, Sul- 
livan Stapleton’s horny American soldier 
Damian Scott is now a full-fledged member 
of Section 20, battling international hood- 
lums without the help of his buddy Michael 
Stonebridge, the by-the-book British ser- 
geant played by Philip Winchester. At least 
initially; when Scott and British diplomat 
Rachel Dalton (newcomer Rhona Mitra) 
are taken hostage by terrorists, Stonebridge 
comes to the rescue. 


And what a rescue it is. The series wastes 
no time diving into the action, swiftly mov- 
ing from one conflict to the next and pump- 
ing up this viewer’s adrenaline like nothing 
else on TV does. 

The season sets up a bit of a role reversal 
for Stonebridge and Scott as the former deals 
with an unexpected tragedy and the latter 
works to help him through the emotions. 
Winchester and Stapleton are superb in the 
roles that could have been simple stereo- 
types. They handle both heavy emotions 
and the quippy teasing banter with aplomb. 


Sometimes a simple nod speaks volumes 
about what’s on their characters’ minds. 

Both actors’ portrayals are so natural and 
subtle, you can pick up something new each 
time you watch an episode. 

Filmed in South Africa, “Strike Back” trans- 
forms its home base into locations all over 
the globe. Again showing its intelligence, the 
series always uses the geopolitics of the area- 
in the first two episodes we see the lawlessness 
of Mogadishu and the way warlords force 
children into soldiering. 

It’s gorgeous, gritty and terrifying.
